The trawlers destroyed both the young and 
the spawn. Not until salmon became scarce and 
dear, and until some parts of the coast appeared to be 
abandoned by the fish on its annual return to its old 
haunts, did legislation to regulate the Irish Fisheries 
begin in 1842. As might be expected, the first 
efforts were tentative, bat, year after year, improve- 
ments were introdused, and embodied in separate 
acts. Legislation may be said to have closed in the 
year 1850, at which period there were no less than 
six different acts upon the one subject, all p romoted 
by the Commissioners of Irish Fisheries. 

As might be expected, the existence of these 
six acts has caused very great difficulty both in 
understanding the law and enforcing it. A con- 
siderable portion of their matter consists of 
amendments and additions which impede effectually 
their vigorous administration. The general princi- 
ples of the acts are approved of by all, but the details 
require to be simplified and consolidated, and sundry 
defects which experience has detected fequire cor- 
| rection. 

Will it be believed that for five years the Commis- 
sioners of Irish Fisheries have been struggling in 
vain to obtain so simple a thing as the consolidation 
of six Acts of Parliament?
